REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Best 
reference noted is Gardiner et al' 725, wherein the limitations of the device taught 
therein are similar to those claimed in the sole independent claim 1; however, it fails to 
teach or fairly suggest the combined function of housing and holding an optical 
element by the optical component holding unit and the detachablllty characteristic of 
adjacent holding units of claim 1 ; and fails to teach or fairly suggest the fitting shape of 
claim 1, wherein the fitting shape comprises a positioning fitting shape and anti-rotation 
fitting shape as specifically characterized in the claim.
